St. Petersburg, Feb. 21.—With the 


decision of the students of the Uni- 
versity of St. Petersburg to suspend 
studies for remainder of the year, al- 
most the whole educational system of 
Russia has entered upon a period of 
stagnation, the protest of the youth of 
jlussia against the bureaucratic sys- 
tem and other governmental griev- 
ances. Other universities of Russia, 
gymnasia, and «ven grammar schools, 
were already on strike, and the mili- 
tary in various portions of the empire 
have been obliged to resort to force to 
restrain school boys of tender years 
who are joining the general movement 
The meeting of St Petersburg stu- 
deats, at which over 3 000 participated 
besides voting with piactical unani 
mity to suspend studies until Sept. 1, 
adopted a set of political resolutions 
demanding the formation of a constit- 
uent assembly and characterizing the 
proposed summoning of the zemsky 
zabor as inadequate for the emergency 
The resolutions, after speaking of "the 
progressive demoiahzation of Russia 
under the influence of the absolute

18 miles southwest of this city, and

dust, although the mine ha* heretofore 
been noted for 
being entirely free 


from dust. It is also believed that as 
the entire quota has profeably been 
killed, the details of the cause of the 
disaster will never be known. 


Relief trains with

workmen were dispatched from both 
Birmingham and peesemer as soon as 
the news of the disaster wae learned.

The elope* are well arranged 
and there has never been the least 
trouble in the mine* before. They are 
owned by the Alabama Steel ft Wire 
company, but are leased and operated 
by Reid It Company.

Every effort is again'being made to

The fight promoter, of 
course, is allowed the ordinary courtesy 
of filing his bill, but it does not get 
much farther, arid that will be tlie case 
of the two petitions that have been 
sent to the legislature to permit boxing 
in Boston. 


One of the petitions is for a law that 


will permit incorporated clubs to give 
boxing exhibitions of not over six 
rounds upon payment of an annual 
license fee of $1,200. This bill if passed 
would practically aunul tbe present 
law.

The second petition proposes to leave 


the present law as it is, with further 
restrictions imposed. Bouts are to be 
limited to six rounds. The secretary of 
the commonwealth is to grant yearly 
licenses to referees on paymeut of a 
fee of $5. A penalty of $200 flue or 
three months in the house of correction 
is to be imposed on any referee who 
officiates at any contest without a 
license. 


A referee's duties are to see that the 


gloves do not weigh less than five 
ounces, that contestants pass a satis- 
factory physical examination before 
they compete and that the contests are 
conducted cleanly and without brutal- 
ity. Failure to attend to the regula- 
tions is to bo punished by tbe loss of 
the referee's license on proved com- 
plaint of the police authorities of tlio 
city or town in which the contest takes 
place.

Washington, Feb. 21.—The house 


passed the naval appropriation bill, 
carrying a total of $99.914,359. 
The 


provision for two battleships, as re- 
ported by the committeo on naval af- 
fairs, was retained

ity and minority were badly divided 
over the proposition, at loast 40 mem- 
bers of the latter going over to the 
Republicans, while about 
an equal 


number of Republicans voted in op- 
position.

in the bill were made. Tbe proposed 
Increase of 1,200 men and officers for 
the marine corps was stricken out, as 
was also the provision authorizing the 
construction of a collier somewhere 
else than at the Mare island navy 
yard in California. In order to do the 
vork better an item for $17:>¥000 was 
inserted for the proper equipment of 
the Mare island yard. 


Verdict Reversed. 


Washington, Feb. 21,—The supreme 


court of the United States reversed 
the verdict of the circuit court of the 
United States for the eastern district 
of Kentucky in the case of Coulter 
and others against the LouisUlle and 
Nashville 
Railroad 
company. 
The 


opinion was by Justice Holmes, who 


{ said that the circuit court should not 
have taken cognizance of the case. 
The proceeding was instituted by the 
railroad to compel an equalization of 
taxation, the allegation being made 
that while all other property in tlie 
state is undervalued, that of the rail- 
way company is taxed at its full value. 
The circuit court granted an injunc- 
tion as prayed. The effect of the su- 
preme court's decision is to annul that 
action. 


Epidemic of Pneumonia. 


Pittsburg, Feb. 21.—Owing to an 


epidemic of pneumonia in this city the 
health authorities have issued a warn- 
ing. 
Since New Year's 600 persons 


have been affected, nearly one-half of 
this number dying, and yet there is 
no relief. 
During the last week out 


of 170 deaths 70 were due to this di- 
sease, and in the six previous weeks 
there were 194 deaths from the same 
cause, making 264, or 25 per cent of 
the deaths of 1905 due to pneumonia. 


Engine Wtnt Through Bridge. 


Albany, Ga., Feb. 21.—The engine of 


a regular passenger train on the Cen- 
tral of Georgia railway went through 
t" e bridge spanning the Chattahoochee 
river at Columbia, Ala. Engineer BU- 
jah Pate and Fireman C. A. Dean were 
killed. It is stated that the baggage 
and mail car went partly orer the 
chasm made by the falling locomo- 
tive and that it is held in place only 
by the coupling tc the second class 
coach.
